In several years of working together on matters involving the Allerton 
properties, you and I have become increasingly concerned about the 
University's stewardship of the Allerton legacy. That legacy includes not 
just the lands, buildings, and art treasures so generously given by Robert 
Allerton in 1946, but also the records in written and graphic form that tell 
the stories of the Allerton family, of Robert Allerton Park, and of many 
related matters. 


This report, prepared by one of my graduate students in our Preservation 
Planning Concentration, is a first effort at taking stock of the diverse 
materials on the "Allerton" theme within the resources on this Campus. 
Laura Marshall-Lewis has explored many of the archives, libraries, offices, 
and other repositories of information and records to compile this initial 
list. It is necessarily incomplete. There are bound to be other caches of 
Allerton-related material not uncovered by our search of conventional 
indexes and catalogs. We will welcome having additions and revisions 
brought to our attention.

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A. BACKGROUND 


The Allertons 

The Allerton family is a truly American family, one of the few that can trace its 
ancestors back to the Mayflower. An Allerton was among the first graduates from 
Harvard University, one became a doctor in the Civil War, and another was a 
prominent businessman in the heyday of Chicago's growth. The Allerton family 


represents a living part of American history; the epitome of the American dream. 


Although Robert Allerton is the Allerton most closely associated with the University 
of | inois, his father Samuel was the first member of the family to come to Illinois. 
Both Samuel and Robert Allerton have left their mark on this part of the country. 
Perhaps the_ best-known element of the Allerton legacy is Robert Allerton Park. 
This contains the house, gardens, and woodland that Robert Allerton left to the 
University of Illinois accompanied by substantial tracts of farmland providing 
income to support the Park. The public library in Monticello was founded by Robert 
Allerton. And an intangible legacy left by Robert to the University of Illinois is the 
Allerton Travelling Scholarship in Architecture. This scholarship allows a student to 
travel and study architectural history along the East Coast each summer. However, 
there are other nearby Allerton landmarks. Samuel left Central Illinois the village 
of Allerton in Vermilion County; within that village are a grain elevator, a bank and 
a general store that Samuel Allerton founded. He also donated money for the first 
school in the village. His wife, Agnes, hired the first teachers and outfitted the 


"domestie science" classroom. 


Elsewhere in Illinois, Samuel left a large mark in the fabric of a young Chicago. He 
helped finance construction of the Chicago Union Stockyards, was one of the 
founders of the First National Bank of Chicago, and was an important political and 


civic leader in the latter decades of the nineteenth century. 


The Allertons are truly one of the founding families of America. Since the 
University of Illinois is fortunate enough to have been given the privilege of guarding 
the gemstone of the Allerton legacy, Robert Allerton Park, it has a corresponding 
responsibility to protect and assemble other pieces of information that will aid 
people in understanding who the Allertons were and why they are an important part 


of American and Illinois history. 


The Search 

The purpose of this report is to begin a comprehensive inventory of Allertoniana: 
records and materials relating to the Allerton family and especially those items 
reflecting the linkages among the Allertons, the University, and Illinois. Such 
materials are scattered in many places, and are quite varied in character. In some 
eases, various facets of Allerton materials have been cataloged, such as the art 
works at Allerton Park. However, these individual efforts often lose their impact 


when taken out of context — without viewing the whole of the Allerton legacy. 


A bibliography developed for the Allerton Legacy Symposium in May 1981 provided a 
starting point for the present search. This was a selective listing of twelve books 
related to Allerton themes. However, a glance at the list will show the reader how 
limited information in book form is. We quickly recognized the need to expand the 
scope of our search, basically looking for "anything Allerton": books, newspaper 
clippings, photos, tapes, movies, artifacts and drawings. Nothing was ruled out of 
this preliminary search. When a card catalog or other index was encountered, as in 
the University Library, the Newberry Library or the Illinois Historical Survey, 
various forms of "Allerton" terminology were searched. 


In the University archives, instead of a card catalog, a reference book lists series 
under certain key words. The series searched were all listed under the key word 
"Allerton". This indicates that some part of that series has records related to 
Allerton — the Park, or a person. Each series was then searched, some with the help 
of a finding aid. The finding aid allows the researcher to review broad categories of 
information contained in each box (one cubie foot) of the series. This saves time 
since the researcher does not have to go through all the boxes in the series — some 


series have as many as 108 boxes. Since it is unrealistic for a researcher to review 


every piece of material or document in archival series, it is possible some material 
was overlooked. Despite these technical limitations, the various archival series 
listed provide a wealth of material on Allerton. 


Individuals also played an important part in this search. When approached, they 
were queried as to "What do you have on Allerton — anything?" At this stage it is 
possible that some material was overlooked, also. Without an impeccable filing 
system — or memory — a person could forget something or it would be possible that 
they chose not to discuss it. This approach supplied quite a bit of information. 
However, the majority of this information was oral history and therefore excluded 


from this search. 


Again, it must be emphasized that this is a preliminary search. Each person 
contacted had at least one or two more people or places that they felt should be 


investigated. However, time restraints prohibited researching all of these sources. 


A Basic Bibliography 

Appendix 1 presents an assortment of fifteen works intended to give a general 
overview of the variety of aspects of Allertoniana. This selection is based on the 
general booklist used in connection with the Allerton Legacy Symposium held in May 


1981, with a few minor additions. 


Key works include Walter Scott Allerton's History of the Allerton Family published 
in 1888. This is a thorough and well-organized work, with extensive treatment of 
Isaac Allerton, Deputy Governor of the Plymouth Colony. The volume was reprinted 
twelve years later, with corrections and additional information on Samuel W. 
Allerton and others. 


Samuel Allerton wrote a small treatise On Systematic Farming in 1907 at the behest 
of his son, Robert. It gives the father's views on the right way to farm, to fertilize, 
to beautify the land, and to vote, among other topics. It ends with a recipe for corn 
bread. A later edition that same year includes a reprint of a University of Illinois 
agricultural extension circular. Additional insights on Samuel Allerton can be found 
in the histories of the First National Bank of Chicago, of which he was a Director 
for over fifty years. 


Kathryn Hulme's The Robert Allerton Story is the best available description of th 
roles of the connoisseur of art and landscape design in both Illinois and Hawai 


Muriel Scheinman's dissertation gives an excellent evaluation of the University 
present Allerton collections, among others. 


Natural history in Robert Allerton Park, and controversy over it, is reflected in th 
flower and woody plant guides, the Springer-Sangamon research reports, and a eas 
study on the Oakley Reservoir which would have flooded sections of the Park. 


Most of the items listed in the Basic Bibliography in Appendix 1 are to be found i 
the University Library, primarily in the main stacks. 


A KEY TO RESOURCES 


Seventeen sources have been surveyed to compile the inventory presented in Part I 
of this report, including the University Library and several of its units. The matri> 
diagram on page 5 summarizes the types of materials found in the loeations listed. 
They are arranged under six major topical headings corresponding to the listings in 
the table of contents for this report. Not shown are numerous minor items such as 
mention of Allerton-related activities in general histories or similar works, or 


customary historical research sources as newspaper files, directories, atlases and 
such records.

Although the University Archives produced the most material on Allerton, 
other departments of the University Library do house additional material. The 
cornerstone of the library's material is three books written by Allertons: 
Walter Scott Allerton's family genealogy and two books on farming by Samuel 
Allerton. However, the subject heading "Allerton" in the Library catalog is 
rather extensive, and goes well beyond the three books mentioned. One major 
component consists of reports from more than fifty recipients of the Allerton 
American Travelling Scholarship in Architecture. The students who have spent 
a summer studying architecture along the East Coast have written papers on 
their travels. Appendix 4 lists the Fellowship recipients from 1929 through 
1975. Some of their reports are in thé main stacks while others are in the 
Rieker Library of Art and Architecture. To find a report's location, check its 
shelf list card in the main card catalog. A second major part of the listing 
eonsists of reports and proceedings stemming from conferences held at 
Allerton House. Some are annual events for a state, regional, or national 
organization. University units which have issued proceedings include 
Agriculture, Education, Law, and Library Seience. Again, the shelf list card 


should be checked to determine the location of each report.

The materials kept at Director Keith's office consist primarily of day-to-day 
operating records. These deal with such issues as policy and development. A 
small amount of material on the history of the Park is available; however, 
most of this has been copied from archival records. Oakley Dam is another 
topie on which material is available, but a good deal of this is incorporated 
into the daily business records. Good records of the Allerton Trust 
Management Board meetings are maintained from 1976. Personal slides and a 
tape of Justice William O. Douglas when he visited Allerton Park are also part 
of this collection. There are two movies: one on relocating a tree within the 
Park and another is a copy of a short feature that WCIA-TV did on the Park.

Professor Smith is in charge of farm management for the University's Trust 
Farms. These include the Allerton farms of approximately 3000 acres with six 


tenant operators. 
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The main source of information is the Annual Report, issued each year since 
1947. Information is presented on rainfall, acreage under production, crop 
yields, and (varying from year to year) land treatments such as fertilizer and 
pesticide application, weed control, and reports of pest infestations. 


Other information available in Professor Smith's office includes soil maps, 
topographic maps, drainage and tillage maps, field measurements, floor plans 
for some of the farm buildings (especially those that have had improvements), 
aerial photos, and a limited newspaper clipping file. 


Although the Allerton farms are managed as income-producing properties, they 
have a complementary use as research farms. The Department of Agricultural 


Engineering has used the farms for runoff studies.

The campus physical plant Operation and Maintenance Division maintains a 
vault in the basement of the Illinois Street Residence Hall that contains nearly 
300 original drawings of the Allerton properties. These drawings include views 
of the house, grounds, gardens and outbuildings, such as the Tea House that 
was in the Lost Garden. There are plans as well as detail drawings of the 
items mentioned. Most are on vellum and are very delicate. However, the 
Park Superintendent, has had mylar copies made of many of these drawings 
related to the Park, gardens and outbuildings. These are available at the 
Park. He has not made copies of drawings related to the house. Many of these 
drawings are by John Gregg Allerton, as well as others by the architect of the 
house.

There 
are also some taped interviews with John Gregg Allerton made on one of his 


annual visits to the area. A list follows:

The Park Superintendent's Office has correspondence and records going back 
about forty years on both the Park and the 4H Memorial Camp. Personnel 
Records for the past ten years are available, as are current financial, 


purchase, contract, and security files for the Park. 


There is also a large map collection found in the basement of an auxiliary 
building. Although not completely cataloged at this writing, the following 


types of materials are available:

Although the Allerton Library in Monticello was founded by Robert Allerton, it 
is a community library, with little material on the Allertons. The family 
history by Walter Scott Allerton and The Robert Allerton Story by Kathryn 
Hulme are available. This library is a stronger resource on the history of Piatt 
County than on the Allertons directly. The Archives contain back issues of the 
forerunners of the Piatt County Journal-Republican from 1877. They also have 
a handful of county records. Plat books from 1910 and 1927, years the 


University of Illinois Library does not have, are also in the library. 


The Village of Allerton

The Village of Allerton, a settlement in the southwest corner of Vermilion County 
was founded in 1888 by Samuel W. Allerton and W.G. Herron who together operated 
a grain elevator, a bank, and other enterprises there. This small town maintains a 


museum which contains some interesting Allertoniana: 


(1.) The original town plat from 1888. 

(2.) An oxen yoke purchased by Samuel Allerton for use on his Vermilion 
County ranch. 

(3.) Photograph of new farm machinery being demonstrated in town and 
supposedly patented by S.W. Allerton. He appears in the photo. 

(4.) One of the original "burners" donated by Agnes Allerton to the local 
school's domestic science department. 

(5.) The original deed for the site of the first bank of Allerton. 


Other items of interest in the town include these: 


(6.) A large portrait of S.W. Allerton in the present bank. 
(7.) A booklet entitled Historical Business Men of Allerton published in 1907 
as a newspaper supplement. Mrs. Morris has the best original copy. 


This community would be a good source of oral history. There is a local historical 
society with an active interest in keeping the town's history alive, and many of the 


older residents retell the stories their parents told them. These include 
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How Samuel Allerton parked his Pullman railroad car on the sidetrack by the 
grain elevator once a year, stayed about one week and took care of bank 
business; and 


How one of the Allerton ranches was a "rest" farm for retired army horses. 
Farmers still turn up bones when tilling their fields.

It is apparent that Robert Allerton was an important person in the history of 
the Art Institute. The Main building was named the "Robert Allerton Building" 
in April 1967. A large bronze plaque at the entrance commemorates the 
event. Robert Allerton served in the following capacities: 
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Trustee 1918-1949 
Honorary Trustee 1950-1964 
Vice President 1925-1949 
Honorary Vice President 1950-1956 
Honorary President 1956-1964 


He was elected the first Distinguished Benefactor in 1923 and Gallery 44 is the 
"Agnes Allerton Gallery." 


The office of the Secretary summarized the information available on Robert 
Allerton: 


"Mr. Allerton's donor files date from late 1922 to the present and deal, 
for the most part, with gifts he made and funds he established, both 
during his lifetime and through his will. Records include the Resolution 
adopted by the Board of Trustees upon Mr. Allerton's death, a listing of 
his various Committee affiliations at the Art Institute, and records of 
gifts of art he made or art objects purchased from funds he established." 


The Institute Archives contain more information but they are not open to the 
public. It is hoped that they will be opened soon; however, if a specific request 


for information is made the staff may be able to research it for you. A list of 


the art pieces acquired through Robert Allerton can be obtained from the 


Museum Registrar. 


The Art Institute also houses the Ryerson and Burnham libraries. Although 
Robert Allerton was an important contributor to the Institute, there is very 
little information available on him in these libraries. Kathryn Hulme's The 
Robert Allerton Story and Muriel Scheinman's Art Collecting at the University 
of Illinois are the major works.

The Chicago Historical Society has a variety of information related to the 
Allertons, particularly Samuel W. Allerton. Much of it can be tracked down 
through a remarkably thorough index to the Society's manuscript collection, 
newspaper files, and entries in principal historical works. Among about twenty 


listings in a preliminary check were the following items of particular interest: 
(1.) Seven biographical sketches, most with portraits of Samuel W. 
Allerton in various biographical dictionaries from 1892 and later.

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C. CONCLUSIONS 


Observations on this Inventory 


The Allertons were an important family in the history of Central Illinois and the 
United States. Although there has not been strong academic interest in the family, 
as demonstrated by the sparsity of published research, there is a surprising amount 
and variety of information available on the Allertons. Unfortunately, the material is 
seattered throughout the University system and throughout Illinois; this makes it 


difficult to review. There are other factors that contribute to constricted access. 


One of these additional factors is related to locations of materials within each 
office. Some records are part of files in the Allerton Park Director's or 
Superintendent's offices, the Allerton House office, and personal records. While 
these records have been opened to researchers in the past, these researchers have 
usually been supported by someone in the Allerton management structure (such as 
this project). If there is an increase in independent or unsupported research, some 


further restriction of access may result. 


Another factor that may eventually restrict access is the condition of the material. 
The majority of this material receives no "special" attention; it is in general 
circulation. While this may not present a problem for the books in the University 
libraries, other materials may suffer: the drawings stored in the Physical Plant 
Unit, the guestbooks at Allerton House, and some artifacts at the Allerton Village 
Museum. While these may not be in imminent danger, the fact that they are not 
makes this the time to act. If nothing is done, then these fragile materials may have 
to be designated "off-limits" to researchers. 
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Now is the time to act; the University must recognize the importance of the 
Allertons and their contributions. If nothing else, the Allertons were important 
contributors to the University through their gifts of the Park and the Scholarship 
funds. While it will be impossible to gather all the material cited in this guide into 
one location, it seems reasonable that the University should consider assembling key 


elements in a location accessible to students and faculty. 


It should be recognized that this effort will not satisfy the needs of an ardent 
researcher. Instead, such a collection would be for the intermediate researcher. 
How much potential research may have been discouraged by the lack of readily 
available information? Consolidating the information, and creating an expanded 
finder's guide (this report has just scratched the surface) could serve as a catalyst 
for further research on the Allertons and their contributions. A secondary benefit 
the collection would have is educational. The University has not been successful in 
promoting its Allerton holdings — too few students know who or what Allerton Park 
is. If a collection were located on campus, more students (faculty and staff too) 


would develop an awareness of and appreciation for "Allertoniana". 


The University has at times shown concern over management of the Allerton 
holdings. By consolidating the University's Allerton materials into a workable 
collection, a positive step toward a comprehensive, coordinated management 
structure would be accomplished. Such cooperation can benefit everyone involved - 
the Allerton staff, the University's faculty, staff, students and future Allerton 


researchers. 


Areas of Additional Research 


In the course of compiling this guide, a strange phenomenon began to occur regularly 
— every person that was interviewed, at one point, put forth a list of additional 
research sources. It became inevitable. However, time restrictions made it 
impossible to explore all of the suggested areas. If half of these sources have 
information, there appears to be a lot of untapped resources on the Allertons. A 
study similar to this, but in greater depth, is indicated. Geographic expansion should 


De considered, to include other areas of the United States that the Allertons 
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influenced, such as New York, Massachusetts, and Nebraska. It would also be 
possible to extend the temporal span of the study as well. Very little information is 
available on Isaac Allerton in this area. However, if these expansions are made, 
additional information may be discovered. 


Information on the pre-history of Allerton Park is another area that is relatively 
unresearched. The Illinois Archeological Survey at the University has information 
and possibly some mapping of archeological sites. A temporal expansion of this 
guide should include such information. 


Another area of research that would be interesting to undertake is an oral history of 
the Allertons. A great deal of Allerton activity has taken place since 1900. Some 
people in the Central Illinois area can still recall such events as the construction of 
the house. These people may have worked for the Allertons or known them 
socially. Although these memories may be fading and a bit "fuzzy", they are still 
worth recording. This project will have to be begun soon before the memories are 
lost forever. Oral history is becoming a popular area of study. The Allertons and 
their activities would be a good project.
